ST. Louts, May 29.—Tonight, forty 


nine hours alter the tornado of Wednes- 
day tore its way through the city, there 
•exists about as much uncertainty as tc 
the actual number of people killed and 
the amount of property damaged ai on 
the first morning of the disaster. 
Scores ol dead have been identified, but 
no one is Killing to venture a guess as to 
bow many bodies maybe in the ruins of 
the hundreds of buildings as yet un- 
explored. The total number of dead in 
St. Louis, identified up to tonight, is 
162, and in East St. Louis 127. In St. 
Louis there are twenty-two bodies still 
unidentified, and in Bast St. LouiB two. 
It ia believed that the deaths of the in- 
jured and the full recovery ol the dead, 
will bring the dead list here well up to 
200. 


throughout. The Parochial school ad- 
joining St. Vincent do Paul's church is 
also seriously damaged.

In East St. Louis the city officials de- 


clared this evening that they have hope 
that the rleatn roll on that side of the 
river will not exceed 150, but' the ruins 
upon which the rescuers have not yet 
begun to work may swell the total far 
beyond that figure. 


The estimates upon tho property loss 


have grown wilder .and further apart. 
Quesies are made today all the way from 
$2,000,000 to »50,000,000 for St. Louis, 
and from »1,600,000 to $20.000,000 lor 
Eaat St. Louis. The most popular esti- 
mate is in the neighborhood of $26,000,- 
000 for both cities, including railroad 
buildings damaged. The building con- 
tractors ol the city have been over- 
whelmed with orders for rebuilding, 
and the work of wiping out the havoc ol 
the storm has begun witb much energy. 
The Commercial Exchange announces 


toninht that the auditorium to be used 
lo- the Republican national convention 
has been repaired and now ehowe not 
the slightest elfect ol the storm. 
Although thousands ol men are at 


work night and day clearing away the 
wreckage in the path ol the tornado, 
they have scarcely made a perceptible 
impression towards restoring the chaotic 
contusion to anything like order. 
The path of the storm il fully a mile 
and a hall wide. It etarte away [rom 
the suburbs of the city where beautiful 
homes are located. Taking a zigzag 
course it extends down througt » 
densely populated tenement house dis- 
trict lully six miles and across the river. 
At the extreme limits ot the city to 
the west is a quarter known as Tower 
Grove 1'ark. His populated by people 
ol wealth and tho houses are palatial 
with beautilul grounds, etc. 
To the southeast of tbll is another 


region ol wealth. Tbe etorm mowed its 
wav turouch both of them. Magnifi- 
cent residences in both places were 
wiped off the lace ol the earth m some 
cases, while in others roots were carried 
away, trees torn from their roots and all 
the pictures on tho walls destroyed. 
Streets in Compton heights arc strewn 


with wrecked homes, roots ol houses, 
trees and masses ol rubbish Imrlodmto 
the clip from the terras and wild timber 
Dey-nd the city limits. The same is 
true'ol other thoroughfares. Not atree 
or house in the region was left without 
damaee. From the corner of St. Vin- 
cent and Oalaves.away to the northeast, 
was a stretch ol devastation ami ruin. 
The Christian church at this corner Is 
an almost unrecognizable pita of brick, 
mortar and limbers. A .little to the 
eouth et»n<l« the Missouri 1'acmc rail- 
road hospital. A greater portion o! the 
tool was torn oft, ami tho whole buid- 
ine so bacllv wrenched that the superin- 
tendent, Dr. P. F. Vasterling, says that 
it will tike at lenat $15,000 to repair the 
damage. Tnere were nearly 100 people 
in the hospital, and these were thrown 
into a state of panic. 
The Hodges school, south of tho hos- 


pital, is wrecked to the second story, 
while a row ol residences across the 
etreet were not harmed. The Cnou- 
teau school, halt a mile north, was so 
badly damaged that it will have to be 
rebuilt, while evory dwelline interven- 
ing was unrooted or demolished. 


The Lafayette Park Methodist church, 


facing the nark, is in ruins, as is nearly 
every beautiful house in the vicinity.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The President 


sent to congress the following message: 


To the House of Representatives:—I 


return herewith without approval house 
bill numbered 7977, entitled, "An act 
making appropriatione tor the construc- 
tion, repair and preservation of certain 
public works and rivers and harbors, 
and for other purposes." 


There are 417 items of appropriation 


contained in thin bill and every part of 
the country is represented in the dietri 
button ol its favor. It directly appro 
priatee or provides for the immediate 
expenditure ot nearly $14,000,000 for 
river and harbor work. Thie sum ie ii 
addition to the appropriations contained 
in another bill W similar purposes 
.mounting to a little more than $3,000,- 
000, which have already been favorably 
considered at the present session of con 
gress. The result is that the contem 
plated immediated expenditures lor the 
objects mentioned amount to about $17, 
000 000. Another strong feature of thi 
bill is ils authorization ot contracts lo 
river and harbor work, amounting tc 
more than $02,000,000. Though pay 
ments in these contracts are in mos 
cases so distributed that they are to b 
met by future appropriations, mor 
than $3,000,000 on their account are in 
cluJed in the direct appropriation 
above mentioned. Of these nearly $20 
000.000 will fall due during the fisca 
year ending June 30, 1898, and a

THE LATEST VETO. 


It ia unfortunate tuat Proa Wont Cleve- 


land ba« a legitimate«XCUPO for the veto 
ot the rivfcr and harbor appropriation. 
It is unfortunate for the reason that the 
appropriation is ti wise one and the 
amount named should be spent in the 
improvement of the rivore aud harbors 
of the country. It is a fact which no 
one will dispute that there IB ft practical 
and a pressing demand for the appro- 
priations named for this state, and that 
the 
development of our commercial 


business is sadly retarded by the failure 
of the government to perform its pro per 
functions in caring for and improving 
the natural Streams and harbors of the 
Pacific Coast, 


The justification for the veto is found 


in the failure of congress to provide tbe 
means necessary for raising the revenue 
required to meet such appropriations. 
The Cleveland administration BO seri- 
ously crippled the production of revenues 
that they are admittedly insufficient to 
meet the ordinary expenses of govern- 
ment without reference to tbe large ex- 
penditures that should he made for in- 
ternal improvements. The present con- 
gress has been unable to remedy that 
disaetroue condition of affairs up to the 
present time, and hence tbe wisdom of 
looking to future legislation for meeting 
euch appropriations, uowever desirable, 
is certainly open to question. It is 
from this standpoint that justification is 
found for the President's veto,

ure to the injury of the state. It is 
their lack of business sagacity that is to 
be regretted, and it is that which muet 
-in some way he instilled into them or 
their successors if tbe state in general 
ever is to be pro§peroue. 


Hnman nature is Belfifib. It is very 


eafe to presume that the bueineea men 
of San Francisco are no more grasping 
than those of Chicago, New York or 
any other city. The difference is sim- 
ply one of far-seeing wisdom. 
The 


merchants of the latter cities have real- 
ized that they could know no lasting 
prosperity which was not founded on 
tbe welfare of the commonwealth at 
large. They have comprehended that 
their cities are parts of the general eye- 
tern of things, and not merely carbun- 
cles thereon. They have worked for 
the general prosperity, and they have 
been rewarded in securing their share 
of it. New York and Chicago wonld 
have been impossible in any unproaper- 
otw country. 


It may be aaid that tbis ifi a distinc- 


tion without a difference, but in ita re- 
gal ta it is not. If the people of the 
interior combine againet San Francieco, 
hostility will result and the combina- 
tion will work no benefit. If, on tho 
contrary, they unite to work with San 
Francisco, to waken that city and give 
her the hold on life which she has half 
relinquished, great benefit might result 
to all concerned. We must recognize 
facts: Ban Francisco ie afflicted with a 
•urplus of comatose business men. 
They have stupidly surrendered more 
than ball ol their .prestige to the north. 
The city will not resurrect itself, and it 
behooves tbe rest of the state to turn in 
and help dig it out of the mire of sloth 
and unwisdom in which it baa fallen. 


It mutt not for a moment be forgotten 


that the welfare of the state and ita me- 
tropolis are inseparably bound together. 
Tbe interior of the state can no more 
be prosperous while Ban Franciaco IB 
atiicken with stagnation than the city 
can be prosperous while tbe interior ia 
held in the hard gripe of bard times. 
There ia no path by which one can walk 
to success while the other lacks prosper- 
ity. 
It in indeed true that if the atate IB 


to be what it she-old'be ita salvation 
must como from the interior, for tbo 
metropolis ia too stagnant; ite Half- 
Million Clnr.R flaah in the pan and aU 
of iti progressive impulses are fitful. 
But the interior must help the city up; 
U cannot •needfully work against it.

Tho record of the first Kentucky bri- 


gade iii tho Confederate army, almost, 
continuously iu action or on the march 
for 100 days iu 1804; rRtroutiug from 
their hcmies, with tho hope of success 
steadily failing away; 1,110 strong at 
tho beginning, suffering 1,800 fatal or 
hospital wounds, with only 50 left im- 
woumlcil, yet mustering 240 at the «ml, 
with less, than 10 desertions—such n 
record has never been surpassed. Theso 
men were of tho purest American stock. 


At about tho same time Dr. Urown- 


Scquiiwl found that the American mam-

wounds, greater probably than had ever 
been observed in Europe.

Gould found Unit tho American soldier 
was physically as well developed :w the 
European, and Dr. H. P. Howditch 
found that tho American schoolboy was 
the equal in measurement of tho boys 
of Eton and Rugby. 
American life iii- 


fiurouce underwriters, too, have found 
that tho longevity in this country is as 
crcat as it is in Europe, or greater. Tho 
rise of the south since the civil war 
and tho prompt recovery of individual 
communities, such us Chicago, Boston 
and Portland, nf tor great conflagrations, 
arc further instances of tlio great recu- 
perative power of our people. 


Since tlio civil war our physical con- 


dition hos'grotitly improved. Tho great- 
er interest in athletics and better cook- 
ing have probably had something to do 
with this improvement 
Wo have held 


tho America's cup for nearly CO years. 
In shooting, cricket, rowing nnd tennis 
we huve not been inferior in interna- 
tional coutcste. In track athletics Valo 
bus recently shown her superiority to 
Cambridge, aud tho N«w Ynrk athletes 
have not only surpassed their London 
rivals, bnt have established now world's 
records in inoro than ono event. In tho 
f onions ride a few ycnru ago between 
Berlin and Vicuna tho picked riders 
and horses of tho Austrian uud German 
uxuiies were used up, yet onr cavalry- 
men nM express messengers on Uio 
plains, with ordinary mounts, 
have 


uiiuln better records both for time and 
distance, without tho slightest injury 
to horses or men.—Dr. Philip C. Knupp 
in Century.

Gape Flattery, April 22d. After some 
delay we left San -Francieco on tbe 20th 
and steamed to sea in as ploaaaut 
weather aa could be expected at thia 
time of year, all in good spirits aud 
great hopes. Many have succumbed to 
aea aickneaa while othera have escaped 
entirely, and among the latter ia your 
humble servant. So far I have not 
missed a meal. I waa stricken with a 
Blight stroke of paralysis a day or two 
before wo B tar ted, aud fora while it cast 
a gloom over the expedition; but when 
I went aboard the steamer the gloom 
was all dispelled, and I met with euch a 
welcome from all that I almost forgot 
that I had been ill; and when I go on 
deck every handa seema willing a^d 
ready to assist me.

but did no damage. Thia morning it 12 
much smoother and very cold. The 
aick are all better. Some inaiat that 
when they come back they are doing to 
walk to Seat-tie and come home on the 
cars, but they will probably change 
their uiindeor stay in Alaska. 


April 2<ith. We'are off Queen Ohnr- 


lottu'B Island, distant about -100 miles. 
The weather moderated last evening 
and thia morning the sea was aa etill aa 
a pond. Nearly every one came on 
deck and looked better, and we hive 
apent a pleasant sabbath. 
We are 


nearly half way to our destination, and 
speeding along at the rate of about eigh 
miles an hour with a «ood prospect ol 
reaching the golden land in due time 
Alre. Reese from Freano, Mr. Riahop 
from Fowler, and a Mr. Clark from Oak 
land are atill very alck. Several of ua 
have not been fit nil sink. 


April 27th: This haa been an event 


fill day. We have had a succession o 
enow storms and moat of the day ou 
decks have been covered with snow 
Early this morning my friend Captain 
A, J.Cary fell down into the forward 
cabin, a 'distance of about seven feet 
striking on hia head and shoulders. Th 
doctor aays there are no bones broken 
but ho ia badly shaken up, but not ir 
any danger. He will be a long time ii 
J 


tting well. I was not allowed to ae 
m on account of theslippery condition 


of the decka. Tho doctor did not think 
it was safe for me to venture out. Th 
wind has been blowing fresh today am 
it ia quite rough. It is difficult to mov 
around even in tbe cabin. Mrs. R. G 
Stitt just got a fall, but aaye she ie no 
hurt. It is very cjld and those tba 
have been in such a hurry to get awa 
begin to think they are going to be aoo 
enough. The wind haa been from tb 
northwest and the Bail vessels are goin 
to have a alow and long paesage. 


April 29th: We have had shower 


and anow storms all day, aud at times i 
hai been very cold. At breakfast th 
captain informed me that thobaromete 
had gone down considerably and th 
chances were we would have lieav 
weather aoon. The wind continued t 
increase until night and then remain* 
about the same all night. Many of th 
passengers did not sleep. Mrs. Reese o 
Fresno, Mr. Bishop of Fowler and M 
Clark from Oakland are etill very ae 
sick. Captain A. J.Cary of Ohio wh 
fell in the hold a few daya ago is im- 
proving and was on deck today, not 
tnucti the worse for his tumble. We are 
about 600 miles north of west from Sitka 
today at noon. 


April 30th: We had a rough niRht 


and the sea is running mountain high. 
The wind is still from the northwest and 
our flail B are of no use to ua. The aen 


better, but far from well. Captain Gary 
ie out ou deck and able to handle hie 
rations, and by the time he reachea his 
destination expects to be able to tackle 


ie mines. We are promised a eight of 
nd Sunday. White gulls,. sea parrots 
nd other land birds have come out to 
eet ua, which indicates land noc far 
f. Every one seems more cheerful to- 
igut than at any other time since we 
arted, notwithstanding the eea ir — 
ough. 
May 2d: Today has been the moat 
;easaut of the trip. The aea baa been 
mooth, calm and beautiful. All fcha 
ck have been on deck and all are cheer- 
ul. Charlie Nome of Fowler took a 
umble down the forward cabin stairs 
iia morning, hut was like a cat thrown 
n the air—lit on hia feet and received 
o damage. 
May 3d: Today ia like yesterday, 
lore pleasant if possible. We are near 
ape Elizabeth, but have not aighted 
and yet. 
We expect to be ia the inlet 


otnorrow, after one of the smoothest 
aasages that waa ever made through 
icee seas at thia time of the yoar. Re- 
gion and politics are the chief topics of 
iscuasion, as usual. 
May 4th: Late last night we sighted 


aud, and thia morning land was in 
.ghtoneacb aide, partly hidden by a 
now storm, Our captain had done hie 
>ork well. We were in the center ol 
ae entrance to Cook's inlet, a space o: 
bout eight milea, and we are now 
oundinn 
Cape Elizabeth, 
viewing 


Alaska with field glasses. The winter 
now ia gone from a distance of 1000 to 
000feet above tbe sea level, and ground 
overed with a new fall that Beema to be 
list melting away. We have seen no 
ce yet, and we hope not to encounter 
ny until wo reach our destination, 
bout 200 miles north from here. 
We passed slowly up the inlet until 


we cauie opposite the Koseeloff river 
?here we found a bark laying at anchor 
Ve steamed alongside and left some 
ail which our captain had for the cap- 
ain of the Prusea. We continued until 
he tide turned about 10 o'clock, when 
we anchored and lay by until morning. 


May 5th. This morning we steamed 


ip the inlet and opposite Tyuoonick 
where we found the steamer Beartht 
anding a cargo of freight and passengers 
rom San Francisco. We did not stop 
mt continued our cruise until we 
eachod Ladd's station, where all of our 
ady passengers went aeboro to see Mrs 
White, who had been living there fo 
wo years and had not in that time ae«n 
a white woman.

May Oth. This morning we got un

FELL THIRTY FEET. 


AMES WALKER IS TBUBIBLY 


INJUKBD. 


Vhlle at Work Cleaning a Chimney 


He Loses Ilia Bal- 


A little alter 3 o'clock yesterday aiter- 
oon James Walker, an itinerant chiui- 
ey sweeper, fell from the roof of W. W. 
Sden'a residence at K. auJ Stanislaus 
treotB, Buataioing terrible iiijuries tbat 
will probably prove fatal. 


Miaa Zoo Eden was walking in the 


•ard at the rear of the house wbeu tbe 
man foil. She acquitted heracH with 
UHumendable self-control aud humanity 
under the circumstances, aud did her 
test to relieve tbe poor fellow until be 
was removed to tbe county hospital. 
?he young lady gave a circumstantial 
account which leaves no doubt of the 
uanner in which tbe accident occurred. 
Walker bad called with a companion 
and asked for a iob of chimney sweep- 
ng, which was given them. He mount- 
ed to the Kable in the rear and clambered 
o the top of the "brick chimney, while 
lia companion stood, in the yard below. 
After working on the chimney for a few 
minutes he descended, and while stand- 
ng on the elope of the gable suddenly 
oat hia balance, lie • clutched at the 
chimney top and the bricks gave way, 
ailing with a clattering sound into the 
rard. Walker rolled about fifteen feet 
» tbe eves of the gable, and then fell a 
clear thirty feet to the hard ground of 
the back yard. The noise of his fall was 
distinctly heard a hundred feet away. 


Walker never uttered a sound. When 


picked up ho woa totally unconscious, 
and* blood flowed from his nose, mouth 
and ears. Dr. Hare, whose residence is 
on the opposite side of the street to Mr. 
Sden'a, was almost immediately in at- 
tendance, hie wife having eeen the man 
•all. The doctor fouud that W»''i«r'H 
ikull was badly fractured orer the right 
temple. There was a compound frac- 
ture of both wrists and evidence of in- 
ternal injuries. Hypodermic injections 
of brandy caused the eufforer to rally for 
a few minutes. He stated that he was 
45 years old, a native of Virginia, and 
twenty years resident in this state. He 
added that he came from Stockton and 
iiad a wife there, but he did not wieh 
her to know of tho accident. 


A coach was furnished by MIRS Eden 


^nd the poor follow was removed to the 
county hospital. Steward Burke stated 
at 8 p.m. tbat there was a small chance 
of the patient pulling through, but it 
would be several hours before any opifc- 
ion could be expressed.
